Latest ficld despatches from the 
Klukiang-Nanchang front late yester- 
day evening give the Chinese outer 
defence of Nanchang os running in 
a semicircular Ine from Wankiafow 
to tho north, Fengsing: to the cast, 
and Wanshoukung to the south, 
within o radius of fifteen miles from 
the Kiangsu provincial capital. 

The Japanese thrust on the ‘Kiu- 
klang-Nanchang Rallway . towards 
Nanchang which developed into Jarge 
scale operations towards: the. carly 
part of last week, assumed propor- 
tions of a major push in the weck- 
end. By yesterday afternoon Chinese 
defenders were stubbornly holding 


., out against the weight of a gigantic 


Japanese flanking. movement which 
planned to cut the Chinese rear from 
Nanchang. . 

Fighting was centred the left 
wing running roughly In a parallcl 
line to the east of the railway. The 
Japanese mechanised units, lumber- 
ing into action from Wuning, have 
crossed the Pelliag River and the 
Chungliao River to reach the Nanllao 
River, triple tributaries of the Kan 
River which washes Nanchang's 
waterfront. 

A_ determined stand is being put 
up by the Chinese defenders near 
Fengsing, who has effectively called 
the Japanese drive to a halt,. after 
causing the invaders heavy casualties. 

Throughout yesterday, the Japan- 
ese tricd out their flanking move- 
ment with some success to turn the 
Chinese wing by striking south-cast- 
ward from Fengsing to mennce the 
south of Nanchang, Supported by 
a large squadron of bombers, a 
mechanised column and chemical’ 
units reached a polnt west of Wan- 
shoukung on the Nanchang-Wantsai 
highway but were checked by the 
defenders, : 

In the bitter struggle which ensued, 
the Japanese lost six armoured cars 
and a fighting plane which were 
destroyed. by. Chinese artillery and 
anti-aircrafts, All the Japanese 
inmates were burnt to ashes. . 

It Is also claimed that the Japanese 
lost more than 1,000 men itn their 
push, while the Chinese also suffered 
heavy casualties, 

As 1s usual’ with all thelr’. big 
pushes, the invaders resorted, to the 
wanton use of chenilenls throughout 
thelr operations, rendering hundreds 
of Chinese soldiers innpt and help- 
less before the advance of the enemy. 
* Fighting on the centre and right 
wing, with points north of Lohuo as 
the main field of struggle, remnoined 
comparatively calm during the week- 
cnd.—Central News, :

The staff work of the Germans 
was beyond all praise, Despite 
its vastness it actually recap-

FRANCO ULTIMATUM 


Burgos, Mar, 26. 

Gencral Franco's answer to the tc- 
fusal of the Republicans to surrender 
territorics still held by them was to 
begin to-day an. offensive which the 
Nationniists had been preparing sor 
some weeks,

He 
requested surrender of the Repubil- 
can zone-to the Nationalists, 

“The declaration states that the 
triumph of the Nationalist troops in 
Catalonia hnd been recognised by the 
whole world. Even the Kepublican 
*Jenders had — been compelled to 
acknowledge the superiority of the 
Nationalists, . 

Nationalist Spain maintaing oll the 
terms olfercd for the surrender of 
Republican territory. Service in the 
Republican army constitutes no 
erime, continues the ultimatum, nor 
docs previous membership of the 
Left-Wing partics, In Nationalfst 
Spain, only criminals will be punish- 
ed by the courts of law. Further re- 
sistance, however, would be criminnl, 
because it- would mean further usc 
less shedding of blood, 

The demands of the situation make 
necessary this last great offensive, 
which ‘nothing could hold ou 
Therefore, the Republican population 
were called upon to. offer no fur- 
ther resistance. :

IN WARS ON 2

Latest fleld despatches from the 
Kiukiang-Nanchang front Jate yester- 
day evening give the Chinese outer 
defence of Nanchang us running in 
a semicircular line from Wankiafow 
to the north, Fengsing to the cast, 
and Wanshoukung to the south, 
within a radius of fifteen miles from 
the Klangsu provincial capital. 

The Japanese thrust on the Kiu- 
Ikdang-Nanchang Railway towards 
Nanchang which developed into large 
scale operations towards the carly 
part of last week, assumed propor- 
tlons of a major push ‘in the week~ 
end. By yesterday afternoon Chinese 
defenders were stubbornly holding 
out agalrist the weight of a gigantic 
Japanese flanking movement which 
planned to cut ‘the Chinese rear from 
Nanchang. 

Fighting was centred on the left 
wing running roughly In a parallel 
line to the east of the railway. The 
Japanese mechanised units, lumber- 
Ing into action from Wuning, have 
crossed the Pelliao River and the 
Chungliao River to reach the Nanliao 
River, triple tributaries of the Kan 
River which washes Nanchang’s 
waterfront. 

‘ A determined stand is being put 
up @y the Chinese defenders near 
Fengsing, who_ has effectively called 
the Jopanese drive to a halt, after 
causing the invaders heavy cisualties, 

Throughout yesterday, the Japan- 

ese tried-out their flanking moye- 
ment with some success to turn the 
Chinese wing by striking south-east- 
ward from Fengsing to menace the 
south of Nanchang. Supported by 
a lorge squadron of bombers, a 
mechanised column and = chemical 
units reached a point west of Wan- 
shoukung on the Nanchung-Wantsai 
highway but were checked by the 
defenders.

Henry Sanderson Furniss who aot- 
tained high ocademic distinction in 
spite of being nearly blind from birth 
and became the first Lord Sanderson, 
wos born in 1668 . an@ cducaoted at 
first privately owing to his affilction 
and then at Hertford College, Oxford, 
where in 1893 he took sccond class 
honours !n modern history. In 1902 
he married a daughter of H, F. 
Nicholl of Twyford and with her de- 
voted assistance in reading to him 
was able to continue his studies with 
such success that four years Inter he 
took the Oxford -diploma 
economics with distinction. In 1007 
he was oppointed lecturer and tutor 
In economics at Ruskin Collegs, the 
institution founded at Oxford in-1899 
for artisans who desired to qualify 
for active work on behalf of thelr 
clnss as Labour M.P.s' or trade union 
organisers, In 1916 he was made 
Principal of the college. - 

He proved to be an excellent ad- 
ministrator and a sympathetic chief 
but these qualities were severely 
tried ot the end of the war. It had 
become a fixed iden among a certain 
set of undergraduates in other 
colleges to regard nll the Ruskin men 
os Bolsheviks and in the later stages 
of the war excitement they . made 
such boisterous demonstrations in 
and about Ruskin College that 
several {ree fights occurred, When 
for instance, Mr. George Lansbury 
went there to speak, the college was 
besieged by uproarious students nnd 
he had to be smuggled out.

Conditions were little. better 
on the 28-mile front which 
General Gough also took over 


from the French on his right at . 


the beginning of the New Year. 

Gough’s whole force to hold 
this long front of 41 miles op- 
posite St. Quentin consisted of 
14 infantry divisions and three 
cavalry divisions, General Byng, 
on Gough’s left, had-no fewer 
than 19 divisions to hold a front 
of about 26 miles. 

In other words, Byng had 
almost double the strength of 
Gough and was, of course, 
nearer to such reserves as 
G.H.Q: disposed of in the north. 


Wien Gough took over his 
new front he quickly came 
to the conclusion that there was 
an imminent possibility of a 
strong German attack—called 
his subordinates together and 
urged upon them the importance 
of endeavouring to dig and wire 
as much as possible, especially 
behind the front line.

EDITIONS of the London

Mr, Whyatt said that on. the night

It was a rather empty theft, said 
Mr. Whyatt, as the robbers ‘were 
unable to locate the keys to the safes 
and had to depart only with a few 
cigarettes and rolls of copper and 
subsidiary colns, the total value of 
which was only about $16. 

The dificulties in the way of the 
police enquiries appeared insurmount- 
able, went on Mr. Whyatt, but they 
were assisted greatly by the appear- 
ance the next day of a man named 
Lau Chung, who gave himself up at 
the Yaumati police station and said 
he had been one of the robbers; He 
had .told the pollee the whole story 
of how the plot had been arranged 
and what had taken place on the 
night of the crime.
